Labor 

Some time back we lightly touched upon 
one of the greatest social problems of the 
day, viz., the necessity of enlarging the 
sphere of female labor. It is criminal to 
neglect the question. It is a clamorous is- 
sue that demands attention. 

The last number of Appleton’s Journal 
contains an able article on the subject from 
a Catherine E. Beecher. 

There are 300,000 more women than men 
in New York State. There are 30,000 wo- 
men inthe city of New York wao work 
from twelve to fifteen heurs daily, yet 
whose income averages only thirty-three 
centsa. day. New York city has 20,000 
prostitutes, thousands of whom are driven 
to shame by the terrible exigencies of 
want. In Massachusetts, in ten years, 
crime has increased among the women, 
while it has decreased among men. 

In the South, where there has been a 
general reduction of the people to poverty, 
and where the war left so many families 
without male proteetion, the number of 
poor women thrown on the world is start- 
ling. Large families of females are de- 
pendent upon an old father who must 
soon go to the grave, leaving them noth- 
ing. Many widows with a big brood of 
girls, are fiercely struggling for bread and 
clothes, under the most adverse circum- 
stances. Marriage offers a refuge from la- 
bor for some, but the largely greater num- 
ber of females over males, puts this out of 
the question for many, while nothing can 
be more desecrating to the sanctity of wed- 
lock, than the idea that it is simply to pro- 
vide subsistence.

WAK. AGAIN. 


The Angier-Bullock Embroglio 
Re-Opens with new Features, — 


TO THE PEOPLE OF GEORGIA. 


From the New Era. |] 


The publicity given to acase of ama 
lignant attempt at persecutionin the sha 
of the most malicious proneento. by the 
individual styled the Chief Magistrate of 
Georgia, against the Treasurer, forces that 
officer to respond in astatement of facts 
and make some disclosures to the public, 
heretofore unknown. 

Before allowing my name to be used as 
a candidate for the office of State Treasur- 
er, knowing the salary was not an ade- 
quate compensation, in view of the heavy 
responsibility of receiving and disbursing 
nearly two million dollars per annum, giv- 
ing bond in sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars, and performing labors of office, I 
consulted legal authority, and was advised 
that both by law and custom, the Treasurer 
was entitled to the interest accruing upon 
temporary deposits. Acting under that 
advice, I allowed my name to go before the 
General Assembly as a candidate for State 
Treasurer, and was duly'elected. After my 
election, having no secure place in the 
Treasurer's office to keep the funds of the 
State, assumed the risk of depositing the 
same in the Georgia National Bank, at the 
same time entering into an agreement with 
said Bank, by which I was to be allowed a 
small per cent. on the daily balances ofthe 
funds required for immediate use, all the 
funds on hand at that time being of this 
character, and even having to resort to tem- 
porary loans,and my own credit and individ- 
ual funds to meet the heavy demands, the 
General Assembly being in session, and the 
State greatly in arrears. As I assumed the 
risk of depositing, (events having since 
transpired which proved it no small one) 
[ thought I was clearly entitled to the little 
benefits accruing on the temporary depos- 
its, which, for the period of nearly six 
months, amounted to the small sum of three 
hundred and thirty-six dollars and ten 
cents ($336 10.) By a strict construction 
of the law, doubts having arisen whether 
the Treasurer was entitled to said interest 
I paid tle sameinto the Treasury, previous 
to any knowledge that I was being prose- 
euted, although leading lawyers and the 
best commercial and financial men of the 
Legisiature gave it as their judgment that 
the Treasurer was entitled to it. 

In contrast to this pitiful amount received 
by the Treasurer, but since paid into the 
Treasury, that officer will present to the 
public a few instances of the illegal uses of 
the State funds by the Exccutive for his 
own benefit. On the 2lst November, 1868, 
when the State had sufficient funds on hand 
to meet all reasonable expenses, having on 
the day previous drawn twenty-five thou- 
sand ave ($25,000), the cashier of the 
Georgia National Bank presented the Gov- 
ernor’s draft on the temporary loans for 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) more, 
and voluntarily stated that Gov. Bulleck 
was indebted to their bank seventeen thou- 
sand dollars ($17 000), and this twenty-five 
thousand dollars was to-cover up apd make 
rood to the bank the Governor's individual 
indebtedness, although said deposit was 
placed to the credit of the State. The State 
was thus forced to pay, as per statenrent of 
eashier, nearly eleven per cent. on this 
twenty-five thousand dollars, drawn solely 
as an offset, for the time being, against the 
individual deticit of the Governor. 

The Governor admitted to the Treasurer, 
that out of the thirty-five thousand dollars 
illegally drawn from the Fourth National 
Bank by him, four thousand dollars he re- 
tained for his own use, part as his salary, 
though he did not fail, after the adjourn- 
ment of the General Assembly, to draw his 
warrants for the full amount of his salary, 
independent of the four thousand of the 
State’s money used by him, and still unpaid 
and unaccounted for. 

Besides the thirty-five thousand dollars, 
(35,000) illegally drawn and disbursed by 
him without warrant or appropriation; in 
open defiance of law, after being fully put 
upon his notice by the General Assembly, 
in total disregard of their action, the Goy- 
ernor went directly to New York, and 
drew upon the Fourth National Bank for 
twenty thousand dollars (20,000)more, none 
of which has ever found its way into the 
State Treasury, thus assuming arbitrary 
dictatorial powers, wilfully over-riding 
both the Constitution and the laws. 

The Governor Was already paid as retain- 
er’s fees in this prosecution, five thousand 
dollars each to two legal firms, by Execu- 
tive warrants drawn on the Treasury 
which {is three times the amount of inter- 
est received m § the Treastrer. 

The General Assembly at its last session, 
made an appropriation as the salary of the 
State Attorney General, as follows: “ Be it 
enacted, that the sum of two thousand dol- 
in currency be, and is hereby appropriated 
as the salary of the Attorney General of 
the State, and that no other fees or emolu- 
ments be allowed him from the State, and 
that among the other-duties of his office, 
shall be that of Attorney for the State 
Road,” etc. 

In violation of this appropriation, the 
Governor has drawn warrants in favor of 
that officer for nearly three thousand dol- 
lars in less than nine months, and there is 
no telling to what further extent these 
warrants would have been drawn, had the 
Treasurer becn as ready to pay as the Gov- 
ernor was willing to draw. Besides the 
amounts paid that officer as Attorney Gen- 
eral, the Governor allows him a salary of 
three thousand six hundred dollars for his 
services as Attorney for the State Road. 

The Governor drew a warrant for nearly 
one thousand dollars solely for lighting 
Kimball's Opera House during the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, while the 
building during that time was not oceu- 
pied six times after dark for State pur- 
poses; and he is now, durjng the Summer 
months, drawing his warrants for the same 
thing, at the rate of sixty dollars per 
month, while the building is not occupied 
at nizht for State official business. The

restaurants. billiard saloana, etc. 

He is paying undera pretence as a guard 
of Exceutive Mansion, at Milledgeville, one 
hundred and twenty dollars per month, 
when responsible parties inthat city ro: 
posed to take special care of the building 
and grounds solely for the use of the 
grounds. 

He has multiplied offices and clerkships 
unknown to the law, to appearances, that 
he may purchase influence and reward 
time-servers. 

But three months ago, a sheet then call- 
ing him “the man Bullock,” but now his 
home organ, was in the most straightened 
circumstances, unable to pay even its ty pe- 
setters, and borrowing money from every 
one it could. This same sheet is now at 
high tide, with a full igs | hand. The 
State Road can probably tell where the 
money comes from. 

He has exercised the pardoning power 
until Courts and juries have nothing to en- 
courage them in the prosecution of crime. 
Instead of striving to allay bitter animosi- 
ties, and promote peace and prosperity, as 
the Chief Executive of a great State, it. has 
been, and is his effort to stir up hatred and

The Madrid Papers Call Him “ the 
Improvised Hero of the Poto- 


mac’? —Serrano Puts Him ina

General Sickles, one of the improvised 
heroes of the Potomac,is a man of hand- 
some features and martial bearing, which 
the loss of his right leg in battle seems to 
enhance. Thestaffofthe American Lega- 
tion consists of six gentlemen, four of 
whom are military—a remark I make for 
those who vaunt that militarism has not 
infiltrated itselfinto American institutions. 
One detail I must mention relative to an 
innovation of courtly etiquette in favor of 
the General. It is customary. that, when 
ambassadors are presented to Spanish 
monarches in the royal seats of Aranjuez 
or La Granja, the fountains of those re- 
markable gardens be made to play to the 
sound of military musicand with a stateli- 
ness of ceremony which is an Oriental 
characteristic of Spain. The Regent, with 
his well known modesty, has always de- 
clined the little princely privileges to 
which his high rank entitled him. For 
instance, no person other than of the royal 
blood is entitled to the privilege of riding 
on horseback or in a carriage in the Royal 
Garden, yet the Regent, although refusing 
to avail himself of this privilege, observing 
that the American Minister’s honorable 
misfortune (loss of his limbin battle) de- 
prived him of the pleasure of witnessing 
the fountains playing, kindly placed a 
small basket-carriage and team of ponies 
at his disposal. Thus the representative of 
the Great Republic is the first person not 
of royal blood, who has driven in a car- 
riage in the Royal Gardens of La Granja.

John Quincy Adams—A Remarka- 
bie Democratic Speech, 


Gentlemen of the Convention: I pray 
you to believe that I am not insensible to 
the kindness with which you have greeted 
me nor forgetful of the obligation which 
your continuing confidence imposes. 
Mindful of my sicnder merits and consci- 
ous of no claim upon you for any public 
service, I should have preferred an older, 
wiser, abler, longer tried and more widely 
known candidate. Indeed, I have not 
scrupled to urge that it should be a suffi- 
cient disqualification for me here that 
such little notoriety as 1 have met with 
was entirely connected with an watery 
unsuccessful opposition to measures whic 
have prevailed and my only service the 
defense of a defeated policy. For I do 
not for one instant hesitate to declare my 
conviction that the democratic party, if it 
hopes for permanent usefulness, must mind 
the advice of Dr. Holmes—* Yet in opinions 
look not always back, the past is nothing, 
mind your coming track.” But, gentle- 
men, i¢ is not for me to dictate to the party, 
andif my services are of any value to you, 
they are equally at your disposal, whether 
required at one end or the other of the 
array—whether as an officer or as a private 
intheranks. For, according to my notion, 
the man is of less consequence than the 
policy and principles which he represents, 
and it is for that reason that I dare to ob- 
trude upon your deliberations my own 
idea of the tittrng attitude for us to assume 
at this time. And first of all, upon matters 
of national politics, although they do not 
enter this debate, yet it is proper for us to 
propose what we deem the wisest course to 
steer. In my judgment, our defeat in the 
last election, substantially settled the re- 
construction and negro suffrage contro- 
versy. Much as we may dislike the de-| 
cision. there is no way short of revolution 
by which it can be reversed, certainly for 
four, and considering the complexion of 
the Senate of the United States, now the 
effective government of the country, pro- 
bably not for ten years at least. This in- 
sures, at any rate. a fair trial of universal, 
unqualified suffrage at the South, and 
even when its failure is ascertained, it is 
probable that all moderate men will agree 
that no sweeping measure of disfranchise- 

ment would be expedient. . 

The barbarian ballot, then, should be re- 
garded by a wise party as no longer a le- 
gitimate subject of discussion. It has 
passed from the realm of debatable ques- 
tions and should now be classed in the cat- 
egory of facts. Arguments forand against 
its adoption were admissable last anturnn, 
but now they are out of place. We can 
not abrogate or abolish it; we must accept 
it as one of the elements in the problem 
offered for our solution. and address our- 
selves to that as affected by this insepara- 
ble moditicatidg. As things actually stand 
to-day, what méasures will most subserve 
the general welfare? This, gentlemen, 
with great deference to difference of opin- 

ion, seems to me the only course open to 
us. To act otherwise, would resemble the 
wisdom of a general who. beaten in a bat- 
tle, which he had joined in order to cover 
certain important points, should, after the 
victorious passage of his opponents and 
occupation of the disputed territory, rally 
his army anew on the old battle field, and 
there fight an imaginary foe, while he 
leaves all behind him to the unopposed 
progress of his antagonist. Let us have 
such strategists to bang off their big guns 
at empty woo !s, and waste their ammuni- 
tion upon the debris of the battle-field. 
while we press on to assume a new posi- 
tion full in the enemy’s fiuut, where, when 
we have restored our lines and recruited 
our ranks, successful battle may yet be 
fought, and redeeming victory won. In 
this spirit, we would say to our former fel- 
low citizens in the excluded provinces, 
*Come intothe Union. Stand not upon 
the order of your coming, but come at 
once. When youare in and we can act as 
fellow citizens once more, we will meet to- 
gether and consult upon future measures.” 
This, gentlemen, in brief, is the spirit 
which, as it seems to me, should animate 
our action upon past issues. For the pres- 
ent and the future are very importunate in 
these days, and will allow us scant time 
even to celebrate the grateful funeral 
games over our dead past. Eternal activi- 
ty is the price of party living and the road 
behind is strewn with the carcasses of the 
factions which could not see that in poli- 
tics adead principle is a mere prejudice, 
nauseous to, the people. Vague declama- 
tion upon natural *rights or wrongs, 
whether white or black, female or other- 
wise, no longer delights a people that is 
being gradually taxed out of house and 
home. The man who finds it daily more 
difficult to find his children bread will re- 
lax his anguish that the negro has a vote. 
and the most passionate lover of the colored 
kind may recognize a fellow creature in a 
plinter, if they both agree that the price 
o coalis an outrage. the duty on irona 
swindle, and the tariff an abomination to 
be abolished. In truth, it is high time that 
after some’ twenty years of a refreshing 
season for the national soul we should take 
a short term of attention to the public 
body, which needs it badly enough. [une 
dertake to say that there is no nation in 
the world which is taxed as we are taxed. 
No wonder that the men who work for 
wages grow desperate as they decline in 
well being and estate; no wonder that the 
air is full of strikes and labor movements 
and associations and demands and protests 
of working menand women. They are in 
the right in their in their unrest and up- 
rising, although the practical measures 
proposed as remedies are sometimes uncon- 
sidered and unwise. For itis true that the 
system of taxation they endure is not only 
onerous, but practically operative in the 
interests of the capital alone, 

Gentlemen of the Convention—I remem- 
ber well that at the time you first did me 
the honor of holding up my name for the 
office to which you have now for the third 
time nominated me, one of our Republican 
papers objected to my youthfulness, and 
thought I was “a mere boy,” but a friend 
of mine of the same persuasion as the pa- 
per, comforted me by the assurance that he 
was sure I should be old enough before I got 
it. Now, whether I am called upon to meet 
this high oir in my present state 
of mitigated youthful affliction, or wait 
until Iam so chastened by years and dis- 
appointment, that I shall see the usefulness 
of maintaining a lower ground of high 
moral duty, while 1 see to its non-enforce- 
ment for reasons of party expediency, is 
not of the first importance to us. But it is 
of the first importance to us that we hold 
high a spotless ‘banner, that we show an 
honest war cry and manfully maintain the 

ood of all as it is given us to see it. 
strengthened by defeat and made wise by 
adversity, I see that I need not urge you to 
do your devoir gayly and stontly. I see in 
your eyes that you are ready for the new 
route. Come on, then—
